German success so far gives credit to those behind the lines, rather 
limn to the nu-n on the firing line. 


That is to sav, Mr. Simonds does not see that the German soldier 


or the German <reneral is any better than his opponents. But the 
people behind the lines, the ones who are at home preparing muni- 
tions, and lurnishinsr supplies, and lookinsr after the details—they 
arc the ones who are responsible for th- gains so far made by Ger- 
many. 


He shows that as a matter of fact. German strategy has not
